They have supplied us with all our 
wheat and they haven’t tried to 
wring the last shilling out of us. 
Now they want the security of a 
jirm stable agreement under which 
we will go on buying wheat from 
them at a fair price. I think such 
an agreement, on reasonable terms, 
will be just as much in our interest 
as theirs. For by giving security 
to the farmers, it will help to pre- 
vent our ever again getling into a 
mess over our wheat supply.’’ 

The discussions for a wheat agree- 
ment bring to fruition negotiations 
started some months ago when the 
Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
Hon, J. A. MacKinnon, was in London.

Almost one and 
a half million pounds of butter; nearly half a million pounds 
of honey, and large quantities of eggs and poultry were handled 
by the Pool during the year, which ended on January 31st, last.

Ninth Year of Continuous Progress 


These facts and figures, indicating 
a year of great success with many 
encouraging developments, were dis- 
closed in reports presented to the 
Annual Convention of the Pool in 
the Wheat Pool Board Room in 
Calgary on Thursday, June 20th, by 
President William Burns of Three 
Hills in behalf of the Board of Direc- 
tors, and by Chris. Toppenberg, 
Manager of the enterprise. It was, 
as the records show, the Pool’s ninth 
year of continuous steady progress 
and expansion. 

The result of the year’s operations 
was deemed satisfactory in face of 
the fact that there was during the 
period a Province-wide falling off in 
total production of butter. 

Mr. Toppenberg quoted figures 
showing that the proportionate share 
of Alberta’s butter output handled by 
co-operative plants had increased from 
44.7 per cent in 1944 to 53.1 per cent 
in 1945. It was gratifying, said the 
Manager, that the S.A.D.P.’s increase 
in volume had been in line with this 
general increase in co-operative hand- 
lings. 


Good Year for Honey Department 


The Honey Department of the 
Pool, a comparatively new addition 
to its activities, again had a successful 
year, the reports showed. They also 
dealt with the first full year’s opera- 
tion of the Hanna branch, and with 
the Rosemary Cheese Factory, man- 
agement and operation of which was 
taken over by the S8.A.D.P. on March 
Ist this year. This plant is owned 
and was previously operated) by the 
Rosemary Co-operative Dairy Asso- 
ciation, 


Building Creamery at Brooks 


An important section of the Man- 
ager’s report dealt with the progress 
made in the building of the Pool cream- 
ery at Brooks. This is designed to 
give Pool members of long standing a 
service much closer to the farms on 
which the cream is produced than has 
hitherto been possible. It is a develop- 
ment which will be greatly welcomed 
in the district. Although difficulty 
has been experienced in getting the 
necessary material, erection of the 
building has made good progress and 
it will be, finished with plant installed, 
it is hoped, sometime in July. Both 
building and equipment will be fully 
modern,

Grounds for Dissatisfaction. —Fig- 
ures from the Economic Annalist, 
February, .1946, go to show that 
rumblings of dissatisfaction concern- 
ing the price relationship of the things 
which the farmer must buy with that 
of the products he raises for sale, are 
not without grounds. The wholesale 
price index for Farm Products at 
January Ist, 1946, stood at 105.4 
as compared with 103.1 for all other 
commodities (based on 1926=100). 


Since that time the price of gasoline 


was raised 2-1/2 cents a gallon, farm 
machinery allowed to be increased by 
12-1/2 per cent, and almost every 
edition of the weekly paper informs 
the farmer of the removal of price 
control or allowed increases in the 
price of other commodities which he 
must buy. 

These tables show also that the 
prices of commodities and _ services 
used by farmers have increased rapidly 
during the last four years and are now 
far in excess of those paid during the 
early twenties after the last war. 

While these figures do not prove our 
point conclusively, they do show the 
trend of price relationships, and if 
this trend is allowed to grow e 
farmers will soon find themssiys 
an unsound economic position-which, 
in turn, will weaken the financial 
position of industry and labor. 

The farmers in Western Canada 
appreciate and realize the importance 
of the long term contracts. owever, 
if commodity prices continue to rise 
until the whole picture is out of 
balance the farmer will be in the same 
predicament as he was during the 
depression years. 

here was never a time when more 
careful planning was needed for Agri- 
culture. The Governments may be 
able to find the markets, but the 
farmer must produce the products to 
fill the orders and if we fail to do this, 
if we turn to more and more wheat 
production, we méa&y sacrifice our 
markets for the products of the mixed 
farm which are essential to maintain 
a sound agriculture. Thus we are fac- 
ing a situation which requires. co-op- 
eration on the part of the farmers and 
strong and fair administration by our 
Government.

“Thus, in any Salute to Agriculture for past 
achievements, we must also consider the future, 
a future which will require co-operation and _ less 
individualism, a future which will require a strong 
democratic leadership, or we will be headed for

who bore the burden of resistance to terror and

‘The final plenary session of the Conference in Church 
House was not without its bit of drama. Sir John Boyd 
Orr had left a heavily burdened session of FAO executive 
at Washington, where vital decisions on the world food 
situation had been made, to fly across the Atlantic speci- 
fically to address the farmers’ conference in London, and 
to give the new world farmer organization his complete 
and unqualified endorsement. 

‘‘The aging Sir John, arriving Friday morning and 
leaving himself scarcely time. to snatch’ his Scottish 
breakfast of porridge, and certainly without giving him- 
self any rest, came immediately to the farmers’ conference 
at Church House and spoke to them at 10:30 a.m. Being 
still a member of the British House of Commons, and 
mindful that there had been sharp debate in that House 
during the week on the food situation, Sir John left the 
farmers’ conference to walk across Westminster square, 
take his seat in the House, and make his own effective 
contribution to the debate. } 

‘Speaking to the farmers, Sir John in no uncertain 
terms endorsed the action in setting up a world organiza- 
tion of farmers. He said it would be difficult to exaggerate 
the importance of this conference and its actions.

THE WESTERN FARM LEADER 


Mr. Loewes said he had heard fears 
expressed on the onethand that FAO 
might get under the consumers’ influ- 
ence too much, and on the other that 
it might become too much of a farmers’ 
organization. This was the result of 
policy in pre-war days, when _ it 
sometimes looked as if farmers and 
consumers were each other’s worst 
enemies, the consumer accusing the 
farmer of asking an _unreasonabie 
ty and the farmer believing, as he 

ad some reason to do, that the con- 
sumer tried to have his goods for next 
to nothing. 
Never Get Out of Deadlock 

“As long as this spirit prevails,’ 
said the speaker, “‘we will never ge} 
out of the deadlock in which the world 
found itself before the war. The farm- 
er needs the consumer. The consumer 
on the other side is always directly or 
indirectly interested in production. 
When he does not allow the farmer a 
reasonable standard of living, he him- 
self will find someday that his standard 
of living is decreasing, that he cannot 
find employment, that his salary can- 
not be maintained, etc. He will find 
that the low price of the food stuff, 
in the middle of a crisis, is still too 
high for him. ... As soon as the 
farmer tries to get unreasonable prices, 
or as soon as the consumer is only 
interested in low prices for primary 

roducts, both will find that they are 
osers.”’

Stock Growers Hear 
Packer and Producer 
Relations Discussed 


Figures Given — Taggart Deals 
With U.S. and Overseas 
Cattle Market

Scollard, was _ re- 
elected president of the Western 
Stockgrowers’. Association, at the 
largely attended annual convention 
held in Calgary last week; C. H. 
McKinnon, Dalemead, and Neil Riley, 
High River, are vice-presidents, and 
K. Coppock, Calgary, secretary-treas- 
urer. 

Producer-packer relations were dis- 
cussed in two addresses, by F. M. 
Baker, Winnipeg, representing the 
Canadian Meat Packers’ Council, and 
by R. 8S. Munn, General Manager of 
Burns & Company. Mr. Baker pre- 
sented the packers’ case for a more 
uniform flow of cattle to market; 
facilities and staff had to be organized 
to take care of the peak marketings, 
whereas staff had to be laid off, and 
facilities remained only partially used, 
during other seasons. In November 
last ‘ 250,378 head of cattle were 
slaughtered in Canadian plants, where- 
as in June of the same year the figure 
was only 98,318. 


Taggart on U.S. Cattle Market 


Dealing with the demand for re- 
opening of the U.S. cattle market, 
J. Gordon Taggart, chairman of the 
Canadian Meat Board, said that last 
year the equivalent of 400,090 head 
of cattle had been exported overseas, 
whereas only 192,000 would have been 
allowed to enter the U.S. under the 
former quota system. Following Mr. 
Taggart’s address, and after consid- 
erable debate, the convention deci- 
sively voted down a resolution calling 
for lifting of all price controls on beef. 

Operation of the Horned Cattle 
Purchases Act was described in an 
address by Hon. D. B. MacMillan, 
Provincial Minister of Agriculture. 
Under this Act, dealers deduct one 
dollar per head for horned cattle 
purchased, remitting the money to 
the Government, which expends it fpr 
the improvement of livestock gener- 
ally. e also spoke of the Cattle 
Improvement Policy, under which 
assistance is given in the purchase. by 
farmers of purebred sires. 

Averaged over a period of years, a 
higher price for farm grains could be 
realized when used for cattle finishing 
than when-sold direct to the elevator, 
declared J. P. Sackville, professor of 
animal science at the University.

Board Report Presented—Membership Increased 


ALIX, June 18th.—Presented by J. A. Ross, of Duhamel, Secretary 
to the Board, the Directors’ report to the delegates of the Central Alberta 
Dairy Pool presented here today disclosed facts and figures on the last 
fiscal period—another active and successful year. 


_ Surplus of $79,683.93 

“The surplus available for distribu- 
tion this past year,’ the report 
showed, ‘was slightly less than in the 
immediately previous years, standing 
at $79,683.93 as against $89,679.91 in 
1944; $88,469.86 in 1943 and §$88,- 
045.45 in 1942. 

“If, however, we were to take into 

consideration certain adjustments 
on our buying basis on some pro- 
ducts, our surplus actually earned 
an 1945 would be the highest on 
record. 

“Our membership fund has con- 
tinued to grow, as well as our mem- 
bership list; 585 members were added 
during the year as against 630 new 
members in the preceding year, 1096 
in 1943. We would expect that our 
membership list would continue to 
increase from four to, six hundred 
this year, depending of course on the 
number of new producers who locate 
in our area and become patrons of one 
of our plants.” 

Mr. Ross then made reference in 
considerable detail to each of the 


Pool’s plants, in alphabetical order. 
At Alix no structural changes had 
been made in_the year; the plant has 
been kept mechanically in good con- 
dition, and pending the time when 
remodelling of the interior and certain 
interior changes can be made, any 
necessary improvements have been 
effected as required. At _ Bentley 
study into possibilities is being made 
with a view to meeting any needs. 
The Eckville plant is now well equip- 
ped; considerable changes and addi- 
tions have been made during the year. 
Elnora branch, too, is well provided 
with proper buildings and good equip- 
ment. + production increases, it is 
anticipated that there will be increas- 
ing success in this branch; what applies 
to Elnora in general applies to Edberg 
too. Olds is the best equipped outside 
plant and has a well balanced opera- 
tion. Ponoka is-fairly well equipped. 
Considerable changes have been made 
there to accommodate the addition 
of a milk business and a larger butter 
roduction, as well as entirely new 
acilities for eggs and poultry.

President Pays Tribute to Pioneers. . . 


Addresses Convention on Pool’s Coming of Age—Another 
Good Year—Urges Increased Food Supplies for Hungry 


World. 


ALIX, June 18th.—‘‘Today we celebrate the completion of twenty- 
one years of operation; we should be proud of the service the Pool has 
rendered to our members; the loyalty of our members to their Pool, and 
the benefits all dairy producers, Pool or non-Pool, have received because 
one hundred and fifty-three dairy farmers had the courage and foresight 
to lay the foundation for what is known today as the Central Alberta 


Dairy Pool.’’ 


Must Supply Hungry World 

These were among the opening words 
of the annual address of President 
J. A. Wood to the delegates’ Conven- 
tion of the Central Alberta Dairy Pool 
here today. Mr. Wood gave a very 
clear and informative outline of the 
progress made by the Pool during the 
past year. Speaking of the famine and 
near-famine conditions in many parts 
of the world, he declared: ‘Our best 
efforts should be continued to supply 
ever increasing quantities of mulk, 
eggs, wheat and meat products to the 
munaty populations’ of Europe and 

sia,’ 


One Third of Entire Business 

About a third of the entire business 
of the organization is done by the 
condensery at Red Deer. Mr. Ross 
reported on the construction of the 
two-storey warehouse there, 40 by 
140 ft. Within the next five years a 
reasonable dmount of new equipment 
will be needed. The creamery and 
poultry station at Red Deer are well 
equipped. At Stettler a milk depart- 
ment has been added to the plant. 

Dealing with final payments, the 
report showed that whereas at one 
time the Pool was some twelve years 
back on outstanding participation 
certificates, ‘‘We are now pleased to 
report that we are on a six-year re- 
volving door basis and we hope to 
be able to keep on that basis at least 
for the immediate future.”’ 

It was shown that series J and K, 
1934-35, and all series before them 
have been called in and redeemed for 
cash. The next series that will be up 
for redemption is for 1940. “A year 
ago we redeemed Series I, 1933, in 
September. This year your Board 
declared Series J: and to be re- 
deemed for cash in Aprii and May. 
We believe that already a large 
number of our members have sent 
in their participation certificates and 
have received cash in payment.” 


Quality of C.A.D.P. 
Shippers’ Butterfat . 
Is Above Average 


ALIX, June 18th.—Showing 
that the quality of butterfat shipped 
by patrons of the C.A.D.P. was 
alk above the average, President 
Wood of the C.A.D.P. in his 
annual address stated: ‘55.2 per. 
cent of all butterfat produced in 
Alberta in 1945 graded Special — 

~ 69.1 per cent of all butterfat pur- 
chased by our eleven creameries 
was graded Special.” 


Co-ops. Increase Assets 

LONDON, Eng.—In membership, 
sales and assets, the British co-opera- 
tives, both retail and wholesale, im- 
proved their position during the war 
years. From 1938 to 1944, according 
to figures recently issued by the 
Ministry of Labor, total assets of 
the two branches 
some*352 to 547 million pounds.

Referring to the “debt of gratitude” 
which the Pool owed to the pioneers, 
Mr. Wood mentioned a few of the 
officers and members who had con- 
tributed to its early achievement. 
Among the earliest of these pioneers 
whom he mentioned were the first 
and second Presidents, Messrs. A. C. 
Johnstone of Clive and J. D. Johnstone 
of Ferintosh, and members who had 
been very active, including Messrs. 
McDonald of Mirror, Fretwell of 
Clive, Wilson of Federal, Ditto of 
Alix, A. J. Wright of Ardley, Scott 
of Gadsby, Meers of Leslieville, Arm- 
strong of Clive, A. L. Kirkenburg of 
Lousana and Ed. Allison of Delburne. 
All delegates and visitors stood at the 
President’s request to pay silent 
tribute to those who have passed on. 

Financial Benefits 

During the twenty-one years, the 
President pointed out, there had been 
three managers. From 1925 to 1934, 
Mr. Larsen was manager. During 
these years the Pool paid in cash 
final payments $144,722.57, issued in 
participation certificates $94,823.87, 
and redeemed participations to the 
value of $18,007.29. During Mr. 
Adrain’s period of management from 
1935 to 1938 inclusive, cash payments 
totalled $47,938, and _ participations 
issued $49,651. During Mr. John- | 
stone’s period of management which 
began in 1939, cash in final payments 
has totalled $153,043.67, participation 
certificates issued $500,473.58, and 
redeemed participations $126,469.50. 
The grand total returned to members 
was $843,617.65. (Cont. in next column)

“Also during the 21 years,’’ reported 
Mr. Wood, “we have paid out of 
earnings $619,769.14 for trucks, build- 
ings and equipment which have been 
depreciated to value of $332,637.23.’’ 

The President said that credit for 
the price increase of 4 cents per pound 
butterfat must be given to ‘‘the active 
demand made to our Government by 
the organized farmers through the 
Canadian federation of Agriculture 
and the Dairy Farmers of Canada,”’ 
and pointed out that the Pool is a 
member of both organizations. 

The Board had written or wired all 
Western Senators this session to the 
effect that the bill introduced to legal- 
ize the sale of oleomargarine would be 
“harmful to the butterfat producer,’’ 
and, ‘‘We feel we had some. effect 
on the result of the vote on the second 
reading of the bill.’’ 

Inauguration of a retirement pension 
scheme for employees, based on mutual 
payments by the employees and the 
Pool, was announced. 


‘Income Taxpayers’ Association” 


Urging all members to be on guard 
against ‘“‘the continuing propaganda 
of the so-called ‘Income Taxpayers’ 
Association’,’’ President Wood pointed 
out that this propaganda did not 
originate with any large body of 
individual citizens, but ‘‘was chiefly 
sponsored by powerful interests who 
have found it highly profitable to buy 
and sell the products of our farms, 
and who now find their special priv- 
ileges threatened by the growth of the 
farmer co-operative marketing asso- 
ciations.”’ ittle ground would be 
gained by the Association among Pool 
members, but they should guard 
“against the efforts being made to 
rally support for the attacks upon the 
co-operative movement among those 
outside it. Those who do not under- 
stand the real situation may be misled’’. 

Mr. Wood pointed out that ‘‘the 
people who own a co-operative and 
the people who use its services, that 
is to say, the members, are the same 
people. 


“The savings made by a co- 


operative, therefore,” he said, ‘‘can- 
not properly be regarded as profit.

Social Value of Co-operatives 
“Secondly, the great social value of 
co-operatives is today almost every- 
where recognized by Governments. 
We all know how Roosevelt and his 
Government -made effective ‘use of 
them to help to save the United States 
from financial and economic disaster. 
Now, .in these post-war years, co- 
operatives are needed in our Canadian 
economy to help to maintain stability 
—never more needed than today, when 
chaos threatens. 

“The object of national policy, 
therefore, should be not to discourage 
co-operatives by saddling them with 
new burdens; it should be to en- 
courage them in every way, for the 
benefit of our country as a whole.’’ 
The President expressed warm 

thanks to fellow directors for their 
co-operation, to the general manager 
and staff for their efficient carrying 

of the enterprise, and also to all who 
in the past had played their part in 
building up the Pool. ; 

Two Attitudes Toward Co-operation 

“In conclusion,” he, said, ‘‘it is only 
natural that there should he a differ- 
ence of opinion in regard to the 
fundamental nature of co-operation 
and its ultimate aim and purpose. 
Some people see in the co-operative 
movement only a means to sell dear 
and buy cheap; or, in other words, 
they see in.co-operation only a method 
to realize the same selfish aims and 
purposes as private businesses try to 
achieve by the method of economic 
pressure and’ competition, , 

“On the other hand, there is an 
increasing number of people who see 
in the co-operative movement an 
unselfish way to cast their lot with 
their fellow men, thus together build- 
ing a better society based on co- 
operation instead of competition; ser- 
vice instead of exploitation; and 
mutual aid instead of ruthless and 
bitter struggle for personal gain.” 


Manager’s Report and other Con- 
vention news next issue. 
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Between Friends.... 
By THE FIELDMAN 

The Question of Increased Produc- 
tion.—This column seems to have 
aroused the ‘Irish’? in some of my 
friends and I have been severely taken 
to task for suggesting that at this time, 
instead of planning to curtail produc- 
tion, we should be doing everything 
possible to increase production, espe- 
cially of dairy products. 

I take full responsibility for the 
ideas expressed in this column, and 
it is pleasing to know that at least 
some of my friends agree to differ 
with me at times. 

Whether our business is farming or 
processing, the success of both opera- 


tions depends very largely upon keep- ° 


ing our plants operating at near top 
capacity and thereby operating econ- 
omically. Dairy farmers cannot judge 
to any degree of accuracy whether 
their milk herds are producing effi- 
ciently and at the lowest cost, unless 


they know that each animal milked’ 


is returning a profit over the cost of 
its feed and the labor involved, and 
the only way to find out is by starting 
a cow testing program. 

Does Testing Pay?—The average 
butterfat per cow produced in AI- 
berta last year was 165 lbs., which 
at an average price of 49 cents per 
lb. grossed $80.85 per cow. Less than 
1 per cent of Alberta herds were 
under any sort of cow testing program, 
but those that were showed an average 
of 285 lbs. of butterfat per cow at a 
gross return of $139.65 per cow. In 
return for the small extra effort the 
cow tested herd showed an increase 
of $58.80 per cow over the untested 
herd.

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JOINT MEN’S and WOMEN’S SESSIONS 


Warwick Farm, 
Edgerton, Alberta. 


Dear Farm Women: 


Have. any of--you ever been told 
you didn’t kn@w when to stop? I 
have. And some of you will murmur 
that this letter bears evidence. But 
I promise you I will try and not 
refer to it again for a long time. 
Only don’t be too optimistic, for 
sometimes I feel sure my memory is 
going. 

Problems the Same For Both 


The subject to which, I wish to. 


refer artd about which I wish again to 
inflict my opinions, is the matter of 
joint U.F.A. and U.F.W.A. Conven- 
tions. Those who read my letters 
will Xngw that I have expressed 
regret that there were not more joint 
sessions at our Annual Conventions. 
I have contended that the men did 
not go there to study farm problems 
nor the women household ones, but 
both to study problems of citizenship 
which should be of mutual interest. 

Some time ago I was holding forth 
on it to a U.F.A. Director and he 
replied that he felt the opposition 
would come from the women. Since 
then I was again airing my views to 
a U.F.W:.A. worker. She thought 


it would make for greater waste of: 


time—for, strange to say, she thought 
the men wasted more time in talk. 
Also, she added, that the women just 
would not take: part the same. 


Both Would Be the Better 


As regards the first, if that were 
true, might it not be that precept 
and example on the part of the women 
might tend to rectify that weakness 
of the men’s meetings. If that were 
not enough, then existing rules and 
regulations should be altered that 
this weakness might be rectified, and 
the women might take the lead in 
that, and both would be the better. 

But it is the second part of the 
objection that is to me the more 
serious. Is it not that men and 
women are not accustomed to meeting 
and speaking and working together 
on these social problems and there is a 


shyness, if we may so term it? And. 


should not our U.F.W.A. and our 
U.F.A. -Conventions be a training 
school to overcome that? For myself, 
I should hate to think our farm women 


have not the ability to hold their own ' 


with the men. As I say, I think it 
largely that they are not accustomed 
to it, but once they are, it will become 


as matter of fact as taking part in. 
‘their own. 


And the result is much more far- 
reaching than in these Conventions. 
I-know there are few farm women with 
time on their hands. But I do know 
there are farm women of ability, farm 


women with children past the apron- - 


string stage, there are childless women 
who could give of their ability and 
find time to get away from the farm 
quite as well as the men. 


Great Social Opportunity 


At the present time there seems 

a greater sense of social oppor- 
tunity. But look at the list of 
Municipal Councils with all their 
varied problems; look at the list 
of school Boards; look at the.list of 
members of Hospital Boards, to 
say nothing of the Legislative As- 
semblies and the Federal Parlia- 
ment. How many women’s 
names are there included? And at 
bottom, is it not largely because 
we have not accustomed ourselves— 
men or women—to meeting together 
and discussing social plans. 

Today more social activities are 
being attempted. Is our U.F.W.A. 
making full preparation? 

' Personally I feel our-U.F.W.A. is 
losing an opportunity to develop this 


capacity to work together, to get up 
on our feet and speak before groups 
of men and women, of working on 
committees together. I think it might 
become a much broader training in 
citizenship. 
And now, hadn’t I better stop?

Strawberry Cream Pie: 3 eggs, 
2/3 cup sugar, 4 tbs. cornstarch (level) 
1/2 tsp. salt, 2 cups scalded milk, 1 tsp. 
vanilla, 1 cup slightly sweetened sliced 
strawberries. Mix dry ingredients 
and add to beaten egg yolks; add 
scalded milk and cook ‘in double 
boiler until thick; add vanilla; cool, 
and fold in strawberries. Fill baked 
pieshell with mixture and top with 
meringue made with the egg whites 
and 6 level tbs.,,sugar. Brown in 
moderate oven.

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Alberta Wheat Pool 
CROP REPORT 


June 15th, 1946 
sini 


Crops in Alberta generally have 
maintained a condition during the 
week which may be described as good, 
with the exception of some parts of the 
south-east. In numerical terms the 
condition of wheat is 94 per cent of 
normal, which is: somewhat better 
than at this time last year. ‘‘Normal” 
is used to describe a healthy crop 
which has developed under favorable 
conditions, uninjured by drouth, hail, 
insects or any other source, and shows 
promise of a full yield per acre. 

The average height of wheat is six 
inches. 

Reserve Low in Peace River 

The reserve of moisture available to 
carry the crop through the period of 
heavy growth in July is important. 
Crops in the Peace River district, for 
instance, have sufficient moisture for 
present requirements and are looking 
good, but reserve moisture is low. 
Consequently, better than average 
rains are going to be needed to carry 
this crop through to successful matur- 
ity. There are also a number of areas 
in the south-east which report a 
scanty reserve, but in the south gen- 
erally reserve moisture is fairly good. 
Both the condition of the crop and the 
reserve of moisture may be described 
as exeellent in the northern half of the 
agricultural area, not including the 
Peace River district.

Locals Responding, States 
A.F.U. Secretary 


‘In a letter to The Leader, R. J. 
Boutillier, Secretary of the Alberta 
Farmers’ Union, asks us to announce

Browning Root Rot 


Browning “Root Rot of cereals is 


* described in a recent bulletin of the 


Line Elevators Farm Service, con- 
tributed by T. C. Vanderpool, Pro- 
fessor of Plant Pathology, University 
of Saskatchewan. In June and early 
July wheat crops may turn yellowish- 
brown, usually on land which has been 
growing grain for a long time; close 
examination of the plants shows an 
inconspicuous root rot which is caused 
by a soil-inhabiting fungus. Diseased 
plants are slower in maturing, thus 
increasing likelihood of damage from 
frost and other hazards; yields may 
be cut ten bushels or more per acre. 
Experiments have shown conclusively, 
states Professor Vanderpool, that the 
best single practical control measure 
is thé application of ammonium phos- 
phate (11-48), preferably at seeding 
time by the use of a fertilizer attach- 
ment to the seed drill. Twenty pounds 
per acre are recommended for drier 
areas and 30 to 40 pounds. where 
moisture conditions prevail. Nothing 
can be done, however, about control 
of a growing crop showing signs of the 
disease.

fficials of the Department of Agri- 
culture state that any representations 
the Federation has made have been 
sound and well thought out. The 
President, H. H. Hannam, is on the 
Advisory Council to the Department 
of. Agriculture, where the viewpoint 
of the farming community, advance 
through its representative body, is 
given constant and careful considera- 
tion. It is considered not at all out 
of place at this time to give this well 
deserved eulogy of a body which 
from_all present indications will have 
a’ definite influence on the develop- 
ment of agriculture in this country. 

Good Crop Prospects in East 

While the West has had some recent 
rains and still needs more, there has 
been ample rain in Eastern Canada. 
The weather has been quite cool, but 
is warming up and crop prospects-are 
favorable. This applies not alone to 
field crops but to the fruit and other 
crops which last year in the case of 
fruit was bad. Strawberries are com- 
ing into markets in the East and the 
total crop of this type of berry is 
expected to be 20 per cent above last 
year. The pastures are in good condi- 
tion and the production of milk is 
as high as can be expected, with 
demand for different dairy products 
above ability to supply. There is a 
strong demand for dairy cattle from 
the United States. 

Sale of Horses to France 

The sale of horses to France has 
reached considerable proportions. The 
demand for horses from this country 
is not confined to France alone. There 
is also Belgium that is in the market, 
and UNRRA is in the market for 
11,800 draft horses to help in the 
general rehabilitation of the economy 
of European countries. In the case of 
France, however, the demand reaches 
a total of about 35,000. The French 
Horse Purchasing Mission had already 
shipped 2,500 horses between the first 
of January and the end of May.

he said, for the United Nations 
had set up a Food and Agriculture 
organization to plan on a world 
scale, and the farmers of all coun- 
tries must be considered on an 
equal footing. 

News of Vital Decisions 
“Reporting on the FAO meeting at 
Washington, Sir John gave to the 
farmers’ conference the news of its 
vital decisions. Drastic recommenda- 
tions had been adopted to see that the 
1946 harvest would be distributed 
throughout the world to~the best 
advantage. Further definite recom- 
mendations were adopted re the 1947 
harvest, to make it the greatest in 
history. The third recommendation 
provided for the establishment of an 
emergency food council on a world 
basis to take over from the Combined 
Food Board, where decisions by Gov- 
ernments would be debated and con- 
sidered at a meeting of representatives 
of all Governments. It was decided, 
too, that this Council develop imme- 
diately an information service that 
would keep all concerned constantly 


informed of the world food situation. — 


“Out of the meeting had come the 
determination to build a world food 
policy for the future,’ said Sir 
John, which would take account 
of the very important task of caring 
for surpluses in such a way that the 
food producers of the world would 

_ have no fear in carrying out a pro- 
gram of producing for plenty. 
Stresses Need for Wheat 

“The significant statement from 
Sir John,. so far as Canada was con- 
cerned, was that in which he empha- 
sized that the great need for the next 
two or three years would be ‘wheat’, 
that every kernel of wheat should be 
saved everywhere, that it would be 
necessary to forego the building up 
and expansion of livestock until the 
emergency had been met. 

‘““*The world has got to be saved 
by the exertions of the farmers,’ he 
said, ‘and’ I hope a message will go 
from this Conference to every individ- 
ual farm house that can be reached, 
informing them of the desperate situ- 
ation of the world, and asking the 
farmers to co-operate so that in 1946 
and 1947 every bit of grain that can 
be brought from the farm may be 
produced, even though that means 
delaying building up of farm stock. 
I know what it means to wait two or 
three years when one has plans laid 
for building up cattle, poultry, sheep, 
stock, etc., but that sacrifice must 2 
made.’

Brilliant promises of glowing financial returns 
are being made to prairie grain producers by advo- 
cates of the speculative system of selling grain. If 
the farmers of Western Canada want the speculative 
marketing system back they can very easily make 
known their wishes. The federal government un- 
doubtedly would be pleased to slip out ‘of the 
responsibility. 


Farmers know, however, that the speculative 
system of marketing can give no guarantee of any 
reasonable price. Here in Alberta in 1932 under 
the open market system, one northern wheat sold for 
191¢ a bushel, oats for 8¢, barley for II¢, rye for 
114¢ and flax for 46¢. A decent price under the 
speculative marketing system will be obtained only 
if there is scarcity and gamblers believe wheat prices 
are going higher. There will be uncertainty as to 
when you should sell, regret if you sell too soon, 
and disaster if you hold too long.

“Indivisible From World 
Economics’ Is Farm _ 
Industry of Today 


President Turner’s View — ‘‘Con- 
sumption Requirements Must 
Keep Pace With Expanded 
Production”’ 


LONDON, Eng.—‘‘We have to 
realize that our industry is indivisible 
from world economics’’, declared James 
Turner of the United Kingdom farm- 
ers’ delegation to the International 
Agricultural Conference here, in the 
course of a very clear-cut presentation 
of the case for the setting up of the 
International Federation of Agricul- 
tural Producers which was afterwards 
brought into being with Mr. Turner 
as first President. 

Roll in Inter-Governmental Co-op- 
eration 

“There is’, said he further, “fas a 
matter for us to deliberate upon, the 
part that organized agriculture can 
play in inter-governmental co-opera- 
tion. It is true that the FAO was the 
first socialized agency to be set up 
by the United Nations, and I believe 
with Mr. Parker of Canada that what 
is implicit in FAO should be the 
aim of all other specialized agricul- 
tural agencies, and that they, far from 
working on their own, should rather 
be instruments to achieve what is 
implicit in FAO—the freedom of the 
world from hunger and want. We, 
therefore, as organized producers, must 
think of the part we can play in offer- 
ing our contribution, offering our 
suggestions.” 

Mr. Turner declared that “long term, 
our job is to play our part in improv- 
ing the level of nutrition and the 
variety of our production so that the 
dietic standards of the peoples of the 
world can be improved also. 

‘“‘Always at the back of our minds 
as farmers are the days when food 
surpluses accumulated and _ caused 
that economic depression which none 
of us will forget and none of us want 
to recur. While there are still starving 
people in the world, and many more 
are suffering from malnutrition, at 
the back of our minds there is the 
knowledge that we must go on produc- 
ing more and more to achieve freedom 
from hunger and want.’ 

Joint Responsibility 

“It would be of little wonder 1f 
farmers were guilty of expressing 
concern as to whether, in an all-out 
production effort, they would be 
creating food ‘surpluses again— = 
food surpluses which could knock 
the bottom out of world markets 
once more. . That is where the joint 
responsibilities of Governments and 
farmers must be appreciated. Itis 
vital that Governments and farmers 

Should see to it that as far as pos- 

sible consumption requirements keep 

pace with the expansion of pro- 
duction.. If this is not achieved, 
then there is danger of creating 
surpluses which can, by their accum- 
ulation, dam back the continuity 
of production which is so vital to 

a sustained effort at the _ better 

feeding of the peoples of the world. 
“It requires our concerted efforts as 
producers to make our constructive 
criticisms and policies available for 
the consideration of Governments. 

“T feel, and I am sure most of you 
farmers here feel, too, that the key 
to our approach is not what we can 
get out of the job we are in, but what 
service we can render to humanity. 
It is perfectly true that an individual, 
a country, and a world, without vision, 
will perish. Let our service be to 
humanity, and we shall make pro- 
gress.”’
